The dispatch adds that General Feng | 
Yuh-Siang, “whose Bolshevik leanings 
are well known,” in an interview pub- | 
lished in the vernacular newspaper, 
Ching Pao, declared, in case of hostili- 
ties against Britain, that he would be 
the first in the field.

Oldest Statue In London 


Revealed When Taverns Were De- 
molishéd 100 Years Ago 

The distinction of being the oldest 
statue in London, England, is claimed 
for a figure, believed to represent King 
Alfred, which stood in Trinity Square, 
Southwark, for nearly 100 years, and 
is belleved to be mofe than 500 years 
old. 

Recent research by Mr. Alick Abra- 
| hams, given in the “Southwark Dio- 


jcesan Gazecte,” shows that the statue |

An empire-wide movement, which 
already is well under way in Austra- 
lia, and which seeks to include Can- 
ada, New Zealand and South Africa, 
founded upon. the need of greater 
population in thé dominions, has 
brought Richard Linton, of Melbourne, 
to Canada on his way to a conference 
in London, which will be attended by 
Premier Baldwin and other prominent

The project, known as the “big 
brother movement,” has as its object
